C h ic a g o , November 9th.—The DailuNcws' 
special from W ashington says: A W estern 
member of Congress, a Republican, called 
upon the President yesterday for the purpose 
of learning whether he intended to have the 
country consider him as a candidate for re­ 
nomination, 
He is a friend and admirer of 
the President., and said to him : “ If yon are 
a candidate, is it not about time your friends 
knew it ? ’’ After a long talk he came away. 
This evening he said : 111 am convinced the 
President is not seeking a nomination. 
If it 
comes to him I assure yon he will highly ap­ 
preciate the honor, but hs has not yet made 
up his mind to commit himself on the sub­ 
ject. 
I think myself the ticket will he A r­ 
thur and Lincoln. 
Certainly if an Eastern 
man is nominated, Lincoln will be on the 
ticket.” 
h o l m a n ’s c h a n c e s . 


N e w Y o r k , November 9 th .—The Herald 
answers the Sun's declaration that Holman 
can carry New York next year : 
Since the 
Republican party came into power in 1860, 
this State has never been carried by a Demo­ 
crat who was not a resident here, while on 
two other occasions it has been lost during a 
Presidential year, and that too by resident 
Democratic candidates, 
On the other hand 
the Republicans do not labor under the dis­ 
advantage of hiving to select their candidate 
from New York, nor are they ever under the 
necessity of securing its electoral vote. They 
have carried the State in four of the last six 
national elections, and in no caBe was their 
successful candidate from New York. More­ 
over, they have twice elected their President 
without the aid of New York. 


THROWING MAHONE ASIDE. 


N e w Y o r k , November 9th.—The Times, 
referring to W ashington specials representing 
Mahone as having made bis fight entirely un­ 
aided by the Republican patty or the Admin­ 
istration, Bays : The important point in this 
statement is, it is clear, a complete and un­ 
mistakable vindication of the Administra­ 
tion. 
The Times has all along insisted that 
the President should not be held responsible 
for the indiscretion of his friends. 
The Solid 
South can now only be broken by presenting 
the Republican party to the South in the 
same character it Bhould have in the North, 
as essentially the party of good government. 
The principal agency in this work must neces­ 
sarily be the Federal Administration, 
It 
calls upon the Executive to Weed out the 
Courts and revenue service in the South. 
Every man who is a politician and nothing 
more, and whose official standing is not un­ 
questionably high, eh iuld‘ be replaced, if 
possible, by Southern men, and in any case 
by a man of conspicuous integrity and busi­ 
ness capacity.

N e w Y o r k , November 9 th .—Boston and 
Washington specials affirm positively that 
Tilden’s money was used in the canvass 
against Butler, to kill his Presidential aspira­ 
tions. 
The H ail and Express BayB : Three 
weeks ago it seemed certain that Butler 
would bare at least 15,000 majority. 
He 
promised to be a formidable candidate for 
the Democratic nomination for the I’resi- 
dency. 
His prospects never were brighter. 
It was known, or thought, that he was John 
Kelly’s first choice for the great honor, and 
tbat the New York delegation would vote in 
his interest at the National Convention. Sud­ 
denly the Republicans changed their tactics. 
They spoke hopefully of defeating Butler. 
Money was plentiful. 
Expert wire-pullers 
were sent to the big cities, a"d it was in these 
places that Butler was defeated. The " bar’l ” 
had been tapped. 


M ethods o f C h eck in g th e P o w er of th e 
M orm on t'h u rc b . 


C h ic a g o , November 9th.—The Times de­ 
votes another long editorial to the Mormon 
question, in which it says: There baB ap­ 
peared in some newspaper statements that 
Congressmen Springer will favor the proposi­ 
tion of the U tah Commissioners to repeal the 
present charter of the Mormon province and 
put in its place an administrative establish­ 
ment like that of the District of Columbia. 
The municipal government in that District is 
nothing more than a Board of three Commis­ 
sioners, who are appointed by the President, 
with the approbation of the Senate. 
All 
subordinate functionaries are appointed by 
and directly accountable to the Board. There 
is no municipal legislatnre of any description, 
all legislative power over the District, being 
held and exercised by Congress. 
The ar­ 
rangement has approved itself by its iffi- 
cieccy, economy and satisfactory working. 
From being th« worst, most corruptly and 
reckles«ly admÍDÍsíered city in America, pos­ 
sibly excepting New York, as it was under a 
Territorial charter similar to tbat of L'tah, 
Washington has become noted as the best 
regulated, best policed, and in every way the 
best administered American city. 
There is 
reason to believe that the administrative plan 
of the Capital District could be advanta­ 
geously extended, not merely to Utah, but 
to Nevad», Atizona, New Mexico, Idaho, 
Montana and other diatricte having small 
papulations. 
The advantages would appear 
¡u more ample, effective and economical ap- 
| pliances for officialism, but it is not on ac­ 
count of such recommendation of it that 
! either the U tah 
Commissioners or 
Mr. 
Springer favor it. 
They advocate the appli­ 
cation of it in Utah, because they say it 
would "solve the Mormon problem and 
would deprive the Mormon Church of its 
power,” meaning, 
probably, its 
political 
power, for it clearly would not deprive that 
Church of its ecclesiastical and soiritnal pow­ 
ers. 
Can any change of thp form of civil 
government alter the case ? Perhaps, if Con­ 
gress should enact that Mormons should be 
found guilty of celestial marriage witbont 
evidence, it might, but it happens that Con­ 
gress has not au'hority to do either. 
As a 
solution of the Mormon problem, if that 
problem ¡B the polygamy business, the project 
favored by Springer is as worthless as the 
rest of legislative panaceas. 
The only way 
to cure the celestial marriage distemper in 
U tah is to attack not the Mormon Church, 
hut the religious believe of the Mormons. 
There can be no more effective way of attack­ 
ing that than the one which the Times has 
suggested, namely, to send R. G. Iogersoll to 
U tah to preach religions unbelief.

C h ic a o o , November 9th.—Next week Pere 
Hyacinth* will begin his tour of the United 
States. 
On Monday he will leave Washing­ 
ton and go to New York, where, on Thurs­ 
day night, he will hold bis first conference. 
This will probably be held in a public ball 
which has not yet been selected. 
David 
Dndley Field will Introduce him. 
He has 
chosen as the subject of his first address 
“ France and America.” The lecture will be 
religio-political In character, and will set 
forth more elaborately than has hitherto been 
done the reasorB for his withdrawal from the 
Roman Church and his explanation of his 
retention of the name of Catholic. 
He will 
probably hold a Btrong conference in New 
York, and will then visit Philadelphia, Bos­ 
ton, Cincinnati, Chicago, Charleston, New 
Orleans, San Francisco and many other cities. 
It is his intention to make a very comprehen­ 
sive tour, and he does not expect to complete 
it much iuside of six months. 
T rad e W ith M exico; 
N ew Y o rk , November 9th.—The Commer­ 
cial Bulletin says : A gentleman lately re­ 
turned from a tour along the western coast of 
Mexico, and up into California, made with a 
view of establishing trade, has giveD some 
interesting particulars of the condition of 
business in Mexico. 
“ The foreign com­ 
merce,” he said, " is largely in the hands of 
the Germans. 
They are more assiduous than 
we are, and take pains to learn what the na­ 
tives like and what will please them. 
The 
condition of affairs is very similsr to that of 
the Southern cotton planter before the war. 
His entire crop was mortgaged before it was 
gathered, and unless it proved far better than 
expected he bad nothing over. 
The Mexican 
planter raises his commodities, snch as hemp 
or coffee, and while his crop is growing, ob­ 


tains unlimited supplies from the merchant 
who is located aV-a most convenient seaport. 
German houses in this business need large 
capital, for the credit given is far beyond 
what is thought {rudent in other parts of 
the globe, but if it is careful, reaps enormous 
profits, for its goods are sold at the highest 
rates. 
Americas* do not seem to understand 
this method of carrying on trade, and there 
seems, besides, an aversion to them by the 
Mexicans. 
They come more frequently in 
conflict with th eu than they do with other 
foreigners. There ie a mutual dislike, though 
the trade along the coast by American ves­ 
sels is steadily increasing. 
Besides Germans 
there are 
a number of Englishmen 
en­ 
gaged in trade there who do better than 
Americans, but not so well as the Germans. 
There are also some French houses there. 
One thing that would act to the injury of 
legitimate trade there ia the prevalence of 
smuggling. 
I t ia done all along the border, 
SLd there is an excellent opportunity aloDg 
both the east and west coasts. 
Ie is this 
which keeps the profits of the importer, who 
deals from these towns, anywhere within 
limits.”

C h ic a g o , November 
9 th .— A 
Tribune 
Washington special says : Niles, of] Arkansas, 
the separatist, finds a new text in Bupport of 
his project for a separate negro eoleny in the 
Virginia election, 
He save the result clearly 
shows that the white and colored people can­ 
not permanently live peaceably together. He 
adds : “ I t is not worth while to trouble the 
white people to kill us, because they think 
we are worthless. 
I t ia better to let us go. 
All of the Virginia papers say to-day, in 
commenting on the election, that the colored 
man must go. 
I say so. 
There is no use in 
trying to continue the experiment longer. It 
can’t be done, and Congress had better give 
us a small appropriatiou to enable us to get a 
start for ourselveB in any Territory. W e will 
go out like the children of Israel, aDd give 
the white people no more trouble,” Mr. 
Niles has ¡Bsued an address to the colored peo­ 
ple, entitled,11 New Religion,” in which, taking 
the late decision of the Supreme Court for 
his text, he maintains that the States can 
pass laws imposing additional disabilities 
upon colored people without violating the 
Constitution. 
He appeals to the colored peo­ 
ple to organize as the Indemnity party 
has organized in Arkansas. 
In bis address 
hesayB : “ We cannot escape race prejudice:; 
we must be forever at a disadvantage iu our 
present relation. 
Experience has shown that 
all attempts to exercise onr rights at the polls 
have resulted only in a waste of time and 
peril to ourselves and families, in bloodshed 
and fearfnl loss of human life, and all to put 
other men in tffice, who cannot or will not 
help us in our just and laudable efforts to im­ 
prove our condition. 
W e are at the mercy of 
men who despise us and who care for us only 
as we can be used for their advantage. 
No 
white man has been hanged since the Eman­ 
cipation Froclamation for murdering a ne­ 
gro.” 
S ep arate Coacbes fo r Negro P assen g ers. 
C h ic a g o . Xovember ‘J.h.—A Tribune spe­ 
cial from Galveston of the 8th instant eays : 
The action of the most important railroad 
lines of Texas in yielding to the demand of 
Governor Ireland that they provide separate 
and exclusive first-class coaches for negro 
passengers has more in it than at first ap­ 
pears apon the surface. 
The meat iu the 
cocoanut now begins to appear. 
The claim 
is made th at the three centi a mile law was 
hastily passed without any real inquiry as to 
whether it was reasonable, and tbat at a time 
when the railways were not compelled to fur­ 
nish the negroes with exclusive coaches. The 
companies contend that the rate was not re­ 
munerativa even before the requirement of 
separate cars for races. 
Now, of course, it is 
less. 
I t appears from these peculiar develop­ 
ments that the result of Governor Ireland’s 
ostentatious zeal will not be eo much produc­ 
tive of harmony between the whites and 
blacks, as it will be possible to repeal a law 
that is very distasteful to thtt railroads.

He 
is the guest of R v. David N. U tter, pastor 
of the Unitarian Church of the Messiah. In 
his youth he was a Brahmin. 
In early man­ 
hood Frotab embraced the faith of Brahmo 
Samaj, or the Church of God. 
’This church 
was founded by Rammohun Roy, and is en­ 
tirely theistic in its belief. 
W ith idolatry 
and p ilythism it has nothing to do, 
The 
church is steadily growing. 
Protab’s motive 
in visiting this country is to iesrn of our in­ 
stitutions and civilization, and that he may 
tell of them to his own people. 
W ith what 
he haB seen in this country he is amazed be­ 
yond measure. 
He sails from San Francisco 
for Japan on the 20‘.b inst., and thence to 
Calcutta.

The Chinese are glad of an opportunity to 
vote in this way, as it places them on friendly 
terms with the hoodlums, their principal 
persecutors.

New Y o r k , November 9 h.—The Chinese 
law question is likely to be brought before 
the public in a new phase. 
Chang, the cele­

C h ic a g o , November 9th.—I t seems to be 
definitely settled that arrangements previous­ 
ly made by which the business to tbe Pacific 
coast is to be taken at the same rates via all 
routes are to be modified. 
The understand­ 
ing is now that the Central Pacific and N orth­ 
ern Pacific are to divide the territory—the 
former to control the business to San Fran­ 
cisco and California points, and the latter 
the business to Portland and Oregon and 
W ashington Territory points. 
Thu3 the 
Northern Pacific will have to charge higher 
rates to San Francisco than the direct lines, 
and San Francisco lines will charge a higher 
rate to Portland and Oregon and Washington 
Territory points. This will enable the Central 
Pacific to continue the present contract sys­ 
tem in California freight and will allow the 
Northern Pacific to make snch contráete as 
it chooses with shippers at points within its 
own territory. 
The arrangement applies to 
the freight traffic also. 
The Northern P a­ 
cific, under the new arrangement, will carry 
all freight for Portland, and all points in the 
northwest, and the other Pacific coast lines 
will carry to San Francisco and adjacent ter­ 
ritory. 
Whenever a shipper chooses to send 
freight to San Francisco via Portland, or to 
Portland via San Francisco, the local rates

L o n d o n , November 9,h.—The popularity 
of Sir Moses Montefiore, and tbe general pub­ 
lic interest manifested in the celebration at 
Ramsgate of the philanthropist’s ninety- 
ninth birthday, produce a fueling of jealousy 
and opposition among pronounced church­ 
men. 
Rev. Dr. Stoker, Chaplain to the 
Lord Mayor, has tried to place himself at the 
head of the anti- Hebrew movement, and is 
doing all that lies in his power to advertise 
bimself as its leader. 
He has already an­ 
nounced in the public prints a series of anti- 
Semitic lectures, to be delivered by bimself 
at the M arsion House snd in the Egyptian 
Hall with the Lord Mayor’s consent. 
This 
conduct on the part of the Lord Mayor and 
Stoker has caused a general society sensation 
and roused indignation amnnv friends of Sir 
Moses Montetiore and Hebrews generally, 
and they have united in a protest against the 
use for any such purpose of a civic building 
which has been presided over by a Hebrew 
Lord Mayor. 
Alderman Isaacs, bimself an 
orthodox Hebrew, leads the protest. 
The 
German Hebrews in the city threaten to dis­ 
turb the meeting and interfere with the 
lecture, and if they are persisted in, riots are 
likely to follow.

The schooner Alexander arrived in this har­ 
bor on Wednesday with two of her crew down 
with what is known as "beri beri,” a Japan- 
ese|diseare which canse- the patient to swell up 
to an enormous size. 
One man died six days 
before the vessel arrived. 
The two sick men

The trial of the case of the boy Reginald 
Heber Cross, by guardian, against the Cen­

Tbe action 
was to recover $50.000 damages for personal 
injuries sustained by being ejected from one 
of the defendant’s cars near Battle Mountain, 
Nevada.

Archbishop over Cabes, a district in Africa, 
so as to' claim the title.

CHINA. 
"T h e Foochow arsenal at Pagoda anchor­ 
age,” says the North China Herald " is pre­ 
senting a busier appearance at tbe present 
time tban it is ever remembered to have done, 
every department being active. 
The iroa- 
plated vessel which was launched a few 
months ago is rapidly approaching comple­ 
tion and is certainly a splendid veesel.” 
Advices from Hongkong and Shanghai are 
to October 4th. The native journals of Hong­ 
kong have been indulging in very bellicose 
utterances against Europeans generally, in­ 
duced probably by the French action in 
Anam and the unfortunate affair at Canton. 
Several cases of cholera were found on 
board the steamer Afghan, which arrived at 
Hongkong from fcwatow en route for Singa­ 
pore, September 13th, and since then all ves­ 
sels hailing from the infected port have been 
put in quarantine. 
One European and ten 
t’hin-ae belonging to the steamer died from 
the disease. 
The Chinese have it tbat an association has 
heen formed in CantoD, the members of which 
have pledged thfmselves to take the lives of 
three foreigners in revet ge for the Chinese 
lives which they allege have been taken by 
foreigners. 
North China Daily Ncies: 
It ie, we be­ 
lieve an open secret that the Consul-Gen­ 
eral for the United States has again consid­ 
ered it Decessary to address the Departm ent 
through the M inister of Peking on the sub­ 
ject of certain serious irregularities alleged 
to have been committed by Chester Hol­ 
combe. Secretary of Legation. 
This time it 
is for a violation of law in the perchase and 
shipment of dutiable merchandise, enrios, 
etc., to the U nited States without Consular 
invoices. I t seems that instead of the duly 
authenticated invoices, which the United 
States law prescribes, ti e goods have been 
accompanied by a nondescript certificate made 
out before Mr. Holcombe bimself, ufing the 
seal and title of the Legation in his illegal 
action and in fraud of the revenues of the 
poblic treasury. 
It is alleged that this dis­ 
reputable business has been carried on for 
some time by Mr. Holcombe. 
There is good 
reason to believe that some very interesting 
reading may be looked for when all the facts 
of the business are brought to light. 
A correspondent of the Chi>¡a Mail says : 
The Chinese are credited with cannibalism 
according to a writer in the China Mail 
quoted in your columns ; and hie statem ent 
is apparently indorsed by your high author­ 
ity, and ie likely to find credence in the 
West, and in some future work on China to 
be solemnly asserted as true. 
Now, I very 
much doubt the whole thing. 
Tbat various 
portions of the human body are used medi­ 
cinally is well known ; also that, actuated 
by filial piety, a eon or daughter will, in a 
last extrem ity, cnt a piece of flesh off his 
or her own 
body with which to nour­ 
ish a sick parent. 
I have myself seen 
not a few cases of this practice; bnt 
this surely cannot be styled cannibalism. 
The particular case referred to, v iz , the 
catching of a decapitated criminal's blood to 
be drunk, is apparently misunderstood by 
the writer. 
The practice I have witnessed, 
and it consists in saturating a piece of bread 
with the blood of criminals, with tbe idea that 
snch blood is useful medicinally in the cure 
of cases of inability to Bwallow, whether this 
affection arises from stricture of the gullet or 
cancer of the stomach. 
I never hearu of the 
heart and liver being eaten and considered 
delicacies. 
There is an undercurrent of feeling among 
the riffraff of Canton decidedly hostile to 
foreigners. 
Threats are constantly beiDg 
made, aud fires are frequent, supposed to be 
of incendiary origin. 


JAPAN. 
According to tbe latest census, the popula- 
tinn of Japan is 36,700.118, of whom 18.598,* 
098 are males, 18,102,020 females. 
Good reports continue to arrive from the 
interior respecting the probable rice harvest. 
All other cereal crops hare turned out very 
satisfactorily. 
The Governor of Kanawagu, in a paper on 
the municipal government of Yokohama, 
says concerning the sale of liquors : “ The 
question of licenses for taverns ¡b one with 
which we cannot now deal. 
The disgraceful 
condition of the liquor traffic in Yokohama is 
not denied, nor apparently can it be con­ 
trolled in the absence of such regulation as a 
legally constituted municipality alone can 
enforce.” 
The condition of Japan's international 
commerce is depressed and unprofitable. 
Tea, the second staple export, has suffered so 
much in quality consequent upon the eager­ 
ness of producers to secare quantity, that 
prices have fallen very nearly 30 per cent, on 
those ruling last year. 
Tbe Japanese journals observe with grati­ 
fication the increasing taste and demand in 
the United States for Japanese manufactured 
goods. 
The Mail (Yokohama) says that if the re­ 
strictions imposed ud o d the use of foreign 
vessels were removed Japan might sell rice to 
a large amount. 
A murder was committed at Nagasaki cn 
the 15tb of September by a Japanese police­ 
man. 
The victim was a Chinaman, and tbe 
affair has created great excitement among 
the Chinese residents of the place. 
Several 
other parsons were cut and stabbed by 
the same man. 
A meeting of the C odbuIs 
was to be held the next day, as it is believed 
that the murder was the natural consequence 
of allowing tbe police to wear swords while 
on duty.____________ ____________ 


TU ESD A Y 'S 8TATB ELECTIONS. 


Summary of the R esults Compiled from 
L atest Telegraphic Reports. 


Last Tuesday elections were held in New 
York, Massachusetts, Pennsylvania. Con­ 
necticut, Maryland, Minnesota, Mississippi, 
Nebraska, New Jersey and Virginia. 
Gov­ 
ernors were chosen in Massachusetts, M ary­ 
land, Minnesota and New Jersey. 
In the 
other States the vote was for legislative, 
judicial and municipal officers. 
In New York, Carr, Republican candidate 
for Secretary of State, defeated Maynard, 
the Democratic candidate, over 19,000 votes, 
the Democrats 
electing the Comptroller, 
Treasurer, Attorney-General and State E n­ 
gineer by majorities ranging between 10,000 
aHd 14,000. 
The Legislature is Republican, 
having six or eight majority on joint ballot. 
In Massachusetts Butler was defeated for 
Governor by less than 10,000 votes. 
The R e­ 
publicans gained two members of the State 
Senate. 
The Readjusters, under tbe leadership of 
Mahone, in Virginia have been badly beaten, 
the Democrats carrying the State by 30,000 
majority, and securing both bodies of the 
Legislature, having a m ajority of about 
thirty five members on joiut ballot. 
In Pennsylvania the Repnblicans have se­ 
cured the Legislature, and for State officers 
the Republicans have a majority of abont 
17,000. 
Connecticut exhibits large Repulican gains. 
The State Senate now stands 16 Republicans, 
8 Democrats, and the Honse about 145 Repub­ 
licans to 90 Democrats. 
M aryland has chosen Democratic officers. 
McLane is chosen Governor by 12,000 majori­ 
ty. 
The Democrats have about 39 majority 
on joint ballot in the Legislature. 
Hubbard, Republican candidate for Governor 
in Minnesota, has about 14,000 majority and 
the rest of the Republican ticket about 17,­ 
000. 
Mississippi has gone, as usual, Democratic, 
There was little opposition, and that little 
principnlly of a local nature. 
Nebraska has given about 7,000 majority 
for the Republican candidate for Supreme 
Judge. 
Leon Abbett, the Democratic candidate for 
Governor in New Jersey, was elected by 
abont 6.000 majority. 
The Democrats have 
five majority in the Legislature on joint bal­ 
lot. 
In Chicago there were chosen one Jndge of 
the Supreme Court and five County Commis­ 
sioners. The entire Democratic ticket was 
successful by an average majority of 4,000. 
Dakota Territory submitted a Constitution 
to its voters, which was indorsed by a good 
majority. 
Colorado had an election for county offi­ 
cers throughout the State. 
The straight Re­ 
publicans, as a general thing, made large 
gains, thongb the issues were mostly per­ 
sonal.

SCENES AND CUSTOMS I I PARTS OF THB 
EMPIRE. 


A Bloom ing P.ose B ash 1,000 Y ears Old—

Having left Leipsic, where my last letter 
was closed, we passed Halle, an industri­ 
ous city in Prussian Saxony. 
This place 
ia far from being handsome, but there are 
some good-looking squares and public edi­ 
fices. 
It has a well-frequented and richly- 
endowed university. 
A battle with Napo­ 
leon was fought here, in which the French 
were victorious. 
N ext to Halle we saw 
Brunswick, capital of the duchy of the 
same name. 
A great portion of the coun. 
try is mountainous. 
Here lies the Harzge 
birge, a chain of 
mountains presenting 
romantic scenes, and visited by many tour 
ists. 
It is formed in regular terraces, and 
has some very fine views. 
The country 
people have conserved the 


OIJ> GERMANIC CUSTOMS 
In manners and dress. 
The men wear 
smock-frocks, short leather pants, buckled 
shoes and fur caps ; the women, red dressee 
w ith yellow or green borders, short jackets 
and round hats or fur caps. 
The city of 
Brunswick has many narrow and irregular 
streets, but fine public squares and hand 
some residences. 
There are also several 
palaceB. 
Among the churches, the cathe 
dral, with the Ducal family vaults, and the 
church of St. Andrew, with a tower three 
hundred and eighteen feet high, are worth 
Beeing. 
The reigniDg family of Brunswick 
is one of the oldest in Europe, and has on 
many occasions distinguished itself in the 
history of Germany. 
It is surmised that 
after the death of the present ruler, who is 
childless, the duchy will fall to Prussia. 
Near the frontier of Brunswick is the 
town of HildeBheim, in Hanover, which 
possesses a curiosity worth mentioning. 
This is the 


THOUSAND-YEAR-OLD “ ROSE BU SH ,” 
Or rather tree, spreading its branches along 
the wall of the cathedral. 
There are two 
legends concerning the origin of thiB rose 
bush ; one refers to Louíb, the Pious, the 
other to Charles, the Great. 
If either of 
these legends were true, the Bnpposed age 
of thiB marvel of roses would be proven. 
But, without giving full credence to them, 
there are positive historic proofs of its 
great antiquity in existence ; among others 
those presented by Dr. Kraetz in his work 
abont the Cathedral of Hildesheim, in 
which he proves that centuries ago this 
rose bush was already considered as being 
very old. 
A transplantation or substitu­ 
tion could not have taken place, on ac­ 
count of its peculiar position. 
The stem 
is ten inches in diameter, and runs through 
the wall of the church, which is five feet 
in thickness. The roots lie under the main 
altar, where they are walled up in the form 
of a large coffin. 
Its branches and twigs 
are protected on the outside by an iron 
trellis. 
It is a common wild rose, belong­ 
ing to the specie Rosa canina, or dog rose. 


TH E CITY OF MAGDEBURG. 
Before reaching Berlin we pass Magde­ 
burg, on the river Elbe, with a population 
of abont one hundred thousand inhabit­ 
ants. 
This is a strongly fortified place, 
having an old-fashioned and unfriendly 
appearance. 
The cathedral, bnilt in the 
twelfth century by Emperor Otto I., and 
renovated by King William III., is the 
only remarkable building. 
The unmis­ 
takable signs of 
a strict military and 
bureaucratic rule, which 1b a common feat­ 
ure in Prussia, are distinctly noticeable. 
Uniforms are as thick as flieB around a 
sugar-bowl. Besides tbe numerous soldiery 
and police, the postoffice employes and 
nearly all public functionaries, down to the 
night-watchmen, wear them. 


BERLIN, TH E CAPITAL OF GERMANY. 
W ere it not for the prominent part 
Prussia has played within a century in the 
history of Germany, and the success it has 
met with in its late war, Berlin would per­ 
haps be an unimportant place to-day. But, 
as it is, it has become a very large city and 
attracted the attention of the world. 
In ­ 
deed, considering its nnfavorable location 
in a barren and sandy country, which 
offers no resources whatever, it is aston­ 
ishing how rapidly it has grown to its pres­ 
ent size. 
The country around Berlin íb an 
immense heath, 
offering scarcely 
any 
chances for agriculture or embellishments. 
Admitting frankly that we have no great 
admiration for Prussian rule and politics 
with regard to the well-being and freedom 
of the people, the fact that this Govern­ 
ment has brought Germany to the power 
and station which it now occupies among 
nations must be recognized by everybody. 
I t has 


ACHIEVED THROUGH ENERGY AND 
FORCE 
W hat conld not be done through mild 
measures—a United Germany. It has done 
away with the dissensions and petty jeal­ 
ousies of the different States of Germany, 
which had been so long the weak side of 
that country. 
This the German nation 
owes to Prussia and should not forget. 
The policy of the First Napoleon was to 
foment and maintain this disunion, where­ 
with he gained his great power over Eu­ 
rope. 
Had Germany been united then, as 
it is now, he would never have been so suc­ 
cessful. 
Berlin has had ot late a remark­ 
ably rapid growth. 
In the last decade the 
population has increased nearly 400,000 in­ 
habitants, so that it has over 1,000,000 
now. 
The principal streets are the Lin­ 
den, lined with palaces aDd four rows of 
trees ; the Frederick, William, Louise, 
Leipsic and lioyal streets. 
There are, 
also, a number of 


riN E SQUARES AND PUBLIC MONUMENTS. 
Noteworthy among the palaces are the 
Imperial, with its six hundred rooms and 
halls ; the Royal Palace on the Friedrichs- 
wcrder ; Monbijon and park, containing a 
rich Egyptian museum ; the palace of 
Prince Charles, with a precious collection 
of arm*, and the palace of the Prince of 
Prussia. 
The museum is the finest and 
most artistic building in the city. 
The 
arsenal is the largest and finest in Europe. 
Its contents are sufficient to arm immedi­ 
ately 175.000 men. 
The opera house and 
the city theater are also beautiful struct­ 
ures. 
The library of the University of 
Berlin contains 700,000 volumes. 
The 
zoological garden occupies an extensive 
space of ground, and is well supplied with 
anima's ; and if we add that there are rich 
picture galleries, and numerous scientific 
and artistic institutions in Berlin, it will 
be seen that the capital of Germany is not 
deficient in curiosities. 
W ith all this, 
Berlin is not so inviting and attractive a 
place as other and smaller cities in Ger­ 
many. There is 


SOMETHING 
OPPRESSIVE AND UNNATURAL 
In the social atmosphere, which forbids 
genuine pleasure and sociability. 
W hat 
the cau»es of restraint in this respect are, 
wc have already hinted, 
lh ere is too 
mnch military and bureaucratic rule in 
Prussia to make it pleasant to reside in its 
Capital, where this rnls is most concen­ 
trated. 
Civilians occupy a subordinate 
position in tbis mass of officers and digni­ 
taries of the Government. 
Freedom of 
speech is very limited, as one doesn't 
know whom to trust, when in pnblic ; and 
spies in disguise may be met with any­ 
where, 
But ail tbis is bound to change 
before long. 
Germany has too mnch vigor 
and intelligence to be much longer fettered 
by arbitrary rule. 
Already, since 1848, 
public opinion and popular sentiments have 
entered a progressive path, showing signs 
of a more liberal and free spirit,

REMARKABLE NUMBERS. 


A correspondent of the New York Even­ 
ing Post «ays : In the month of August I 
ventured to draw attention to some of the 
curious properties of the number 142,857- 
Another correspondent kindly pointed out 
the secret, which lies in the fact that the 
digits referred to occur in the repeating 
decimal formed from the vulgar fraction 
1-7. 
Recognizing the value of this hint I 
made further experiments with all prime 
numbers up to 109 ; and I offer the reBnlt 
to the public, or to that portion of the pub­ 
lic which delights in mathematical curiosi­ 
ties. 
1. The number one, divided by any 
prime number except 2 and 5, always pro­ 
duces a recurring decimal. 
2. This recurrÍDg decimal is always a 
pure recurring decim al; that íb, the whole 
of the decimal recurs. 
3. To vary the statement, there is no 
prime number, except 2 and 5, which will 
cot go without remainder into a row of 
nines of Borne length or other. 
4. The number of digits in the recurring 
decimal will always be either one less than 
the prime number or a factor of the num­ 
ber which is one lees than tbe prime num­ 
ber. 
Thus the recurring decimal equal to 
1-109 has 108 figures ; that equal to 1-97 
has 96 figures ; those equal to 1-43, 1 79 
and 1-83 have 21, 13 and 41 figures re* 
spectively. 
5. When the number of digits is even 
the first added to the second half will 
always produce a row of nines. 
To take 
an easy example, the recurring digits of 
the fraction 1-73 are 01369863. 
Add 0136 
to 9863, and you have 9999. 
6. When the number of digits is one less 
than the prime number a still more re­ 
markable result also follows. 
The recur­ 
ring number, multiplied by any number 
less than tbe prime number, always repro­ 
duces its own digits in the same proces­ 
sional order. 
Thus, the recurring figures 
of the fraction 1-17 are 058S235294117647. 
Multiply by 13, and you have 764705882352 
9411. 
And in multiplying by larger num. 
bers phenomena will occur similar to those 
which I have already stated in connection 
with the number 142,857.

Edward Smith, a little 10-year-old boy 
living at the Tule River Indian Reserva­ 
tion, in California, writes the following in­ 
teresting letter to an Eastern journal : 
The Agency where we live ia right in the 
heart of the Sierra Nevada mountains. 
Our house is on the bank of Tule river. It 
flows into Tulare lake. 
It is about 70 
miles west of here to the lake. A few rods 
from our house are two big Soda springs 
and many little ones. 
I go to school with 
lots of Indians. 
A Painted Rock is about 
one mile from here. 
It has Pictures of 
men, Women, 
lizards, 
centipedes and 
many other things on it. 
I have a bow 
and arrows most all of tbe Indian boys have 
them. 
There are two Tribes of Indians 
on the Reservation the Tules and Fejans. 
There are many rattlesnakes around here. 
There are many large granite rocks here. 
Porterville is eighteen miles from here it is 
our Postoffice. 
It gets very hot here in the 
summer time. 
We have lots of fun here 
in the spring drowning out Squirrels, the 
Indians here say for dog Boos, for man 
nohnoh, for woman Kiena, for baby witchep, 
for head otro, for eye snssa, for nose chi- 
nick, for month summah and for ear Tuk.

SOKE OF THE LESSONS OF THE OHIO 
ELECTION. 
There are same interesting suggestions ia 
the figures of the Ohio returns regarding 
the temperance vote. The votes cast for 
the prohibition amendment were 323,1S9, 
and it failed by 3?,385, the total 
vote being 721,310. 
It is asserted, 
however, that these 323,180 voters 
were not 
all 
temperance devotees, 
nor did they all desire prohibition estab­ 
lished in the Constitution, but voted for it 
believing that it would not be adopted. 
W hat a large proportion of these voters re­ 
ally desired, say the Ohio critics aad the 
Commercial-Gazette, was to rebnke "the 
agreesiveness of those who had for over 
thirty years enjoyed practically free trade 
ia liquor.” This is certainly an odd anal­ 
ysis of voters’ intentions. It seems scarcely 
probable that men would vote for the adop­ 
tion into the Constitution of a prohibitory 
measure without sincerely desiring the re­ 
sult the vote on its face asked for. The 
Gazette, however, adheres to the theory 
stated, and declares that “ the prohibition­ 
ists make a mistake if they believe nearly 
half the voting population of the State are 
in favor of trying an experiment that a 
great many more than half the voting pop­ 
ulation honestly think impracticable, and 
that would, if undertaken, lead to demor­ 
alization rather than reform.” 
Assuming that the explanation given of 
the vote is correct, it certainly is ex­ 
pressive of the sentiment of so large 
a body of citizens, that the opponents of 
liquor regulative measures dare not ignore 
it. 
If, as is alleged, in Ohio the liquor 
interest has forced the issue in its greed to 
control the politics of the State, it has now 
received a rebuke that, if it is wise, will 
be heeded. That interest has always op­ 
erated mainly through the Democratic 
party ; in that organization it finds a con­ 
genial domicile. It follows, therefore, that 
the Prohibition vote is a slap in the face of 
the Democracy. It has been the pleasure 
af some temperance commentators on the 
situation in Ohio to construe the temper­ 
ance vote as antagonistic in purpose to the 
llepubiican party a rebuke to that party 
becanse it did not secure to the temperance 
element ail it demanded, and subordinate 
its political principles to the temperance 
policy. So far as we csn ascertain, from a 
critical examination of the matter, there is 
notenable basisforsuchapoeition. Temper­ 
ance advocates, outside of Ohio especially, 
are verv ready to make that charge, and 
preach it with fervor. If that was the 
animus of the temperance people ; if, as 
their friends sssert, they purposely se­ 
cured the defeat of the UcpuhlicaD party 
:eir own ticket in the field, 


burdens of government, and respond to the 
expenses it entails upon the commnnity. 
But to show how unjust is the claim of 
the temperance radicals, and how false 
their assertions, let as examine the figures. 
They establish that in Republican coun­ 
ties, forty-oue in number, and exclusive of 
the three counties with large cities, the 
prohibition vote was 155,247 ont of a total 
of 273,455, or 18,520 more than half the 
total vote went for prohibition. But in 
the forty-four Democratic counties, exclu­ 
sive of the three counties with large cities, 
the total vote was 328,733, the temperance 
people received but 140,120, or 24,246 less 
than half the total vote. The eighty-five 
counties treated gave a total vote for Gov­ 
ernor of 602,1S8. A majority would be 
301,095. The total prohibition vote was 
in those eighty-five counties 295,367, or 
only 5,728 less than was necessary to carry 
prohibition so far as those counties were 
concerned. But tiiese same eighty-five 
counties gave a majority for an anti-prohi­ 
bition candidate for Governor, and sent a 
Democratic majority to the Legislature. 
These things prove first, the independence 
of Republican voters, the better discipline 
of the Democrats, and that the prohibition 
vote was not given on party lines, and that 
still the prohibitionists received their ma­ 
terial aid from the very men they charged 
with being illiberal toward them. Let it 
be clearly understood now, that whatever 
happens to the injury of the temperance 
element in Ohio by reason of legislation, 
that it is chargeable directly to the Pro­ 
hibition party's folly. 


MATTHEW ARNOLD'S FIRST LECTURE— 
CUR DANGER AND OUR SAFETY.

It establishes their 
what does it prov 
own folly ; it testifies to their own convic­ 
tion that the Republican party, as the 
party of intelligence and independence, 
was the fittest to have control; it evi­ 
dences their own belief, that in the 
Democratic party their cause had neither 
hope nor 
support. 
They therefore 
punished the clement from which they had 
most to hope, in order to whip it into sub­ 
serviency to their dictation. The result 
am been then, as they desired, the triumph 
of the Democracy. They will have hut 
themselves to blame if there follows the 
repeal of all that the Republican party has 
g>en them. 
The Democracy is under no 
obligation to the temperance element; its 
aid in the recent election was unsolicited, 
and was given with the clear understand- 
lag that the Democracy always has been, 
aid will continue to be, hostile to prohibi­ 
tion, to regulation of the liquor traffic, and 
ay any legislation that tends to make the 
e , - or interest bear its fair share of the 


Matthew Arnold delivered his first lecture 
in this country at New York on the 30th 
of October. He was welcomed by one of 
the most representative audiences of which 
New York is capable. His subject was 
“ Numbers.” It was intended, in a gentle 
way, to convey to the American people 
some hints in the form of philosophical 
criticism of our possibilities and our dan­ 
gers. For instance, Mr. Arnold believes, 
despite its cynicism, that there is a deal of 
robnst truth m the expression of Dr. John­ 
son, that “ patriotism is the last refuge of 
a scoundrel. ” If Mr. Arnold had studied 
American politics for a decade he could 
scarcely have hit a certain class harder 
than by that quotation. We need to be 
delivered from patriots of the sort Mr. 
Arnold refers to—those who make patriot­ 
ism a trade, and a refuge from the results 
of their traffic. He warns us that there is 
a great deal of self-flattery and self-delu­ 
sion under the name of patriotism that is 
very mischievous, and none should feel 
better prepared to agree with Mr. Arnold 
in that than Americans. Still it is possi­ 
ble that “ the apostle of culture” under­ 
estimates the national heart and the sin­ 
cerity of its beating. Holland was wont to 
declare that it is the folly of the wise to 
undervalue the wisdom of the common 
people. Among the common people there 
may be found by Mr. Arnold more and 
eincerer patriotism than he is willing to 
give us credit for. 
At the bottom, the 
American people have a devoted love of 
country that, when the trial comes, stands 
the test. As we discuss policies, the looker- 
on may conceive that we are really en­ 
gaged in a quarrel, the outcome of which 
threatens our institutions. But we survive 
all our differences of opinion, because, at 
the heart, the true patriotic sentiment 
glows with a fervor that is outwardly man­ 
ifest only when great occasions demand. 
In our “ numbers” Mr. Arnold thinks 
we have cause for gratification. Because 
our acres are vast, our products counted by 
the millions, our estimates by the bill­ 
ions, and our people by vast divisions of 
millions, wc are safe, where a meager pop­ 
ulation would be in danger. He explains 
this view in this wise : In great numbers 
the majority is bad. It is a hard saying, 
and no effort has been successful in reduc­ 
ing its bounds, or militating its severity. 
The world being what it is, we must 
take it as it is. We must expect the aimB 
and doings of the majority of men to be 
faulty. Thus much, he thinks, we must 
conc-dde to the pessimists. And we will 
scarcely find it profitable to pause to 
take issue with Mr. Arnold in this con­ 
clusion. But, he adds, for every unsound 
majority, there is a virtuous remnant. It 
was to such a remnant that Plato referred. 
But because the remnant is so dis- 
proportioned to the majority, it is at 
a disadvantage always. 
To save a 
State, there is needed a considerable 
body of workers with leaders. These 
workers are best placed when distributed 
to many points. Tiie remnant was too 
small in Athens and Judah to save the 
state. Judah did not have over 1,250,000 
people, and Athens but 350,000 inhab­ 
itants. But how different are things here, 
exclaimes Mr. Arnold, with enthusiasm. 
The modern states are vast in numbers. 
We cannot overestimate the importance of 
the new element introduced into the cal­ 
culation by increasing the size of the rem­ 
nant. For it does seem in the modern 
state, where everything is conducted on 
such a grand scale, that it is possible to in­ 
crease the remnant so as to become a seri­ 
ous power, even though the majority be 
unsound. Here, then, he finds, we have 
ground for hope. But we must be sure 
we have the right to entertain it—that we 
have earned it. This will be, he thinks, 
when we are at one with the philosophers 
and prophets in their conviction as to the 
world which now is—the world of the un­ 
sound majority ; when we feel what they 
mean, and when we go thoroughly with 
them. He gives us to plainly understand 
that most of us are not with them now. 
Now, he asks, what is saving—saving 
the Bt&te ? Our institutions, says an 
American ; the British Constitution, says 
an Englishman : the civilized mission of 
France, says a Frenchman. The sages de­ 
clare it was “ to love righteousness, and to 
be convinced of the unprofitableness of in­ 
iquity.” And Isaiah and the Prophets, when 
they are asked the same question, answer 
to just the same effect: that which is saving 
is to “ cease to do evil and learn to do well 
to “ delight in the law of the Eternal,” 
and “ to make cno’s study in it all the day 
long," But these sound vague to us ; not 
that they really are vague, but because of 
the quantity of matters they cover. What 
we need is a comprehensive text, % brief 
and adeqaate enumeration of these mat­ 
ters. From among the score or more that 
present he selects this : “ Whatsoever 
things are true, whatsoever things are 
nobly serion9, whatsoever things are just, 
whatsoever things ara pure, whatsoever 
things arc amiable, whatsoever things are 


of good report, if there be any virtue, and 
if there be any praise ; have these in yonr 
mind, let your thoughts run upon theae.” 
He continued : “ That ia what Plato and 
the Prophets mean by loving righteous­ 
ness, and making one’s stndy in the law of 
the Eternal. The philosophers and proph­ 
ets maintain that these matters, and not 
the combinations of which the heads of the 
politicians are full, do really govern poli­ 
tics, and save or destroy Btates. They 
save or destroy them by a silent, inex­ 
orable fatality ; while the politicians are 
making believe, plausibly and noisily, with 
their American institutions, British Con­ 
stitution, and civilizing mission of France. 
And because these matters are what do 
really govern politics and save or destroy 
states, Socrates maintained that he and a 
few philosophers, who alone kept insisting 
on the good of righteousness and the un­ 
profitableness of iniquity, were the only 
real politicians then living." 
He giveB instances illustrative of the 
truth he claims alone will save the State, 
as, that the mere politician will not bring 
about as close a union between England 
and Ireland as exists between England and 
Scotland. 
Again, the French literature 
and drama of the day, viewed critically, in­ 
cline one to exclaim that the French are 
worshipers of the great goddess " Lubri­ 
city.” Though the higher French literature 
has more “ knowledge and a broader range 
than itH great predecessors, it is less sound 
and exerts less influence. 
Action and in­ 
fluence are with the lower life nature of 
France, and it promises to extend in Amer­ 
ica and England better than its predeces­ 
sors. But the worship of the goddess “ Lu­ 
bricity'’ is against nature, human nature, 
and it is ruin, So, instead of sayiDg with 
M. Renan that natnre cares nothing for 
chastity, we must realize that human na­ 
ture cares a great deal about it. The wor­ 
ship of the goddess in France constitutes 
the real danger of France; and if the 
French cannot see it, it is proof of how far 
the disease has progressed. The French 
politicians, he holds, are so busy about cler­ 
icalism, Legitimist, Orleanist and Bona- 
partist intrigues, and colonial alliances, 
and foreign acquisitions, and the glory of 
the Hag, that they lose sight of the truth, 
and of the real thing that must save the 
state, for, as he puts it, “ the Eternal has 
attached to certain moral causes the safety 
or the ruin of Btates, and the present popu­ 
lar literature of France is a sign that she 
has a moat dangerous moral disease.” 
The hope for France is that she is of 
great numbers, and but for that she would 
scarce escape the throttling arms of the 
goddess. In the United States of Amer­ 
ica, with 50,000 000 people, the majority 
doubts whether the majority is unsound— 
“ or, rather, they are sure it is sound.” 
But, the lecturer insisted, our majority is 
unsound ; philosophize as we may, that 
truth remains, and we cannot get away 
from it. Where is our danger, then ? Mr, 
Arnold tells us that it will be found in 
“ the absence of the discipline of obedi­ 
ence, the discipline of respect ; in the 
prevalence of a false acuteness, a false 
smartness, a false audacity. Whatsoever 
things are nobly serious, or have true ele­ 
vation—whatsoever things are elevated— 
that perhaps, in our catalogue of maxims 
which are to possesB the mind, is the 
maxim which points to where the failure 
of the unsound majority in a great democ­ 
racy like yours will possibly lie.” 
He then proceeds to apply the text, and 
we apprehend that there are very few, 
even if they deny his statement, who will 
object to hiB conclusion, that moral causes 
govern the rising and falling of States, 
and that the failure to mind whatsoever 
things are elevated “ must impair, with an 
inexorable fatality, the life of a nation, 
just as the failure to mind whatsoever 
things are just, or whatsoever things are 
amiable, or whatsoever things are pure, 
will impair it ; and that if the failure to 
mind whatsoever things are elevated 
ehould be real in your American democ­ 
racy, and should grow into a disease, and 
take firm hold of you, then the life even of 
these great United States must Inevitably 
be impaired more and more until it per­ 
ish.” But from this hard doctrine he turns 
to the remnant, and finds consolation for 
us; it will heal itself first, and then “ re­ 
cover ” the unsound majority. We are 
growing, and what a vast power onr “ rem­ 
nant ” will become if only we do not de­ 
stroy i t ; what a mighty influence, what a 
saving force in the State. But there is 
something more. We are not only great 
in millions, but we spring mainly from 
Herman stock, of which it is true that it 
has been a stock, says Mr. Arnold, “ of 
the most moral races of men that the 
world has yet seen, with the soundest 
laws, the least violent passions, and the 
fairest domestic and civil virtues.” Then, 
he says, we have had Puritan discipline ; 
faulty as it was, it was still good for us in 
the absence of bettor ; so, with a possibly 
vast remnant, good parentage and the 
teachings of Puritan discipline, this teacher 
of “ 8wec*npps and goodness,” this incisive 
hut kindly-hearted critic, finds there is a 
glorious possibility for us, if only things 
“ go happily.” 


tives of a district suggest names for ap­ 
pointment to office within the district. 
The Congressional simile does not apply. 
In the city all the people and all the dele­ 
gates to the committee know all the candi­ 
dates in all the wards, but Congressmen 
are not preanmed to be familiar with can­ 
didates beyond the bonnds of their dis­ 
tricts ; besides, there is in that case a 
power beyond the Congressional represen­ 
tation to confirm or reject. In onr city 
election, on the contrary, the electors must 
vote for whomsoever the committees pre­ 
sent or bolt the ticket of their party. 
To bring the matter down to a practical 
demonstration of the objections to the 
committee system, let us say it is objec­ 
tionable that to Mr. Rhoads and Mr. Wie- 
meyer shall be given the sole privilege of 
nominating candidates from the First 
Ward ; it is not the right thing that the 
nominee from the Second shall be named 
by Messrs. Wilson and Devlin alone ; it is 
improper that Messrs. Smith and Gillia 
should alone pass upon the candidates in 
the Third, or Messrs. Jackson and Conran 
in the Fourth Ward. 
Precisely the same objections apply to 
the like power in the Democratic Central 
Committee, if the rule is enforced there. 
It should not be given to Messrs. Foster 
and Fox to name the Director for the First 
Ward ; nor to Messrs. Considine and Sin­ 
gleton alone to Bpeak for the Second ; or 
Messrs. Woods and Carroll for the Third, 
or Messrs. Blessing and O'Neal for the 
Fourth. 
Tnese delegates should con­ 
jointly, and Chairman Kelly should 
have equal voice with them, if the 
committees are to choose 
at all. 
And in these objections, we except to the 
principle upon which the custom is based, 
because it is not truly representative. The 
better system íb to give each committee­ 
man a vote in the choice of each nominee. 
By this method the people’s representative 
at large will have a vote, a9 he should have. 


NOT LOST TO REASON. 


SCHOOL NOMINATIONS—A CUSTOM THAT 
SHOULD BE ABANDONED. 
One of the Republican Central Commit­ 
teemen of this city informs us that it is 
UD jtret to hold the entire committee re­ 
sponsible for the school nominations that 
may be made. This he says because it is, 
and long has been, the custom of the ward 
delegates to the committee to name the 
nominees for Directorship from the re­ 
spective wards. Thus the two delegates 
from Ward One nominate for Director from 
Ward One, and the other members are not 
to be held responsible for their choice. By 
this method Chairman Davis, who repre­ 
sents the city at large, is precluded from 
taking any part in the nominating process, 
except in case of a tie, when he gives the 
casting vote. 
This is, we arc aware, the party custom. 
Like many other customs it is full of error, 
and the sooner it is abandoned for some­ 
thing more sensible and modern the better. 
The school system is not a ward system ; 
the Directors have co-ordinate jurisdiction. 
Their province is not to legislate for wards, 
but for all the schools in all the city. True, 
they are elected by wards, but once chosen 
they act irrespective of wards, which are 
erected only for the convenience of voting, 
and all the people and all the wards are 
jnst as deeply interested in the question of 
who shall fill one Directorship as another. 
But we are told that the committee cus­ 
tom prevails generally even up to Con- 
gresaional districts, where the Representa- 


The Kern county Californian has the 
reputation of Jieing “ a good railroad hater,” 
and its opposition to the policy of the rail­ 
road companies in California has been a mat­ 
ter of notoriety. Yet that journal is not 
loBt to reason, and in its last issue proceeds 
to check the Examiner and its tendere, 
and rebukes them for their excess of zeal 
in cursing. The Californian doeB not go 
to the bottom of the animus of the papers 
it names ; does not fathom their selfish and 
political depths, bat still finds its own 
sense of justice demanding the rebuke it 
administers. 
For instance, it says, re­ 
ferring to the freight reductions : 
“ We 
are of opinion that some relief may be ex­ 
pected because the railroad companies, 
it is evident, for many reasons, see the 
necessity of extending it themselves.” And, 
again, “ The new fare schedule was not a 
sham as far as thiB part of the State is con­ 
cerned. Although no round-trip tickets are 
at present issued, the reduction on the round 
trip—S3 20, or §5 20 on a single trip—is 
not one that a person occupying even the 
lucrative position of editor of a country 
newspaper can afford to despise as a trifle 
and refer to with contempt.” It believeB 
the freight reduction will be found decid­ 
edly " material ” in its section, and adds 
that as to rates at the centers of popula­ 
tion, San Francisco and the citiee can take 
care of themselves. The Californian has 
been too long engaged in waring for lower 
rates to leave the subject without regret­ 
ting that the reductions are not greater, 
but compared to its usual line of expres­ 
sion, the present is so conservative as to 
amount to proof positive that the reduc­ 
tions are great and should prove satisfac­ 
tory even to such as the Examiner assumes 
to speak for. 


SOME ADVANCE MADE. 
It is something of an advance, to be 
sure, that in Georgia the vendor of in­ 
decent papers has been convicted, and will 
be set to work breaking stone on the high­ 
way, with a ball and chain attachment to 
his leg. It is something of an advance that 
one Grand Jury in the State of New York 
has had the moral courage to find true hills 
of indictment against newsdealers who sell 
flash journals. Bat these are small accom­ 
plishments, diminutive triumphs of virtue, 
when we reflect upon the immensity of the 
business in this country of publishing 
vicious literature. Very few people realize 
the vastneBS of the trade carried on in 
illustrated journals, cheap and demoraliz­ 
ing story papers, illicit and debasing books 
and brutal police gazettes and criminal 
records. The wonder should he, not that 
such stimulants to crime, lust and all foul 
things, are prepared and sold, but that a 
peoplo claiming a high degree of civiliza­ 
tion uncomplainingly submit to the out­ 
rage. Instead of one Grand Jury finding 
hills of indictment, there should be such 
police vigilance in the enforcement of 
existing laws against vile publications, that 
the business of publishing them would be 
driven to bide itself and live, if at all, at 
risk of suppression. This thing is possible 
and must come about.

The Democrats have been persistent in 
charging that Republicans, if they dared, 
would use the Chinaman to augment the 
strength of their party.

Madame Josephine tumbled ia a lot of 
cicoons, brushed over them lightly and 
steadily with a whisk-bronn till she had 
brushed off the outside refuse floss. Then 
she caught the true thread and set fiee 
little cocoons bobbing in one corner of the 
basin and five in the opposite corner, each 
cocoon contributing a strand to the spun 
silk thread, which waa passed through two 
glass eyelets over the operator's head 
back to the clothes-horse arrangement, 
where each thread wound itself in a neat 
skein round the ends of the reel proper, 
which was oí wood, shaped like a geomet­ 
rical prism, kept revolving by steam. The 
work looked like very good sport, when 
one shonld have caught the knack of it, 
and Madame Salverini’s pupils, young 
women whom the Filature is train­ 
ing to be normal teachers, said the trick 
was easily learned. It will be one of Cali­ 
fornia’s great industries yet; so much genu­ 
ine feeling never was wasted. Ooe is in­ 
clined to say the same of women's voting. 


I have been to two meetings of a society 
called the 
WOMAN’S CHRISTIAN SUFFRAGE SOCIETY, 
Which is working to bring the petition for 
the ballot for women before the next State 
Legislature. I fancy the word Christian is 
thrown into the name as a sort of protest 
against the odium that often attaches to a 
female suffrage association. 
The ladies 
mean that they neither wish to wear trou­ 
sers nor yet he advocates of free love, 
and yet they do wish to be represented in 
a Government that taxes them, and wish a 
man’s wages for a man’s work. I see that 
many of them are women who are sore 
with a burning sense of injustice done 
them in Conrta of law, which they feel 
could not have been so easily perpetrated 
had they understood the law or commanded 
that respect for their rights which a voter 
undoubtedly does command more than a 
person who does not vote. Many of them 
are women sensitively in awe of ridicule, 
and yet so filled with that working sense 
of oppression that struggles in the breast 
of the happiest woman sometimes, that 
they will still give heart and hand to the 
work of lifting up their sex to the dignity 
of free human beings. Others, again, are 
calm and thoughtful, giving, in turbulent 
moments, satisfactory evidence of their 
possession of that judicial mind of which 
Dr. Hammond denies the existence among 
women. Cool head and precise thought 
and fluent speech has Miss Kate Kennedy, 
one of the most active and interesting of 
the membere of the society ; and, after all, 
it is not among flirts and fashion-plates 
that we shall look for our female lawyers 
and Senators, any more than we fiad the 
males among dudes and dancers. There 
will always be enough hysterical dames 
and damsels, and to spare, for Dr, Ham­ 
mond and his following. 
THE TRUE INWARDNESS OF THINGS 
Is always delightful to discover. When I 
wrote you about Mrs. Hearst’s fair for the 
benefit of the San Francisco Homeopathic 
Hospital, and how much money they took 
in, it certainly looked as if “ all wa9 gas 
and gaiters,” as the daft “ gentleman in 
small clothes " sought to express serenity 
in “ Nicholas Nickleby ;” but how decep­ 
tive may not be a surface appearance. The 
whole Board of Directors aud lady mana­ 
gers of tbe institution wish to resign im­ 
mediately, if not sooner.

It 
happened that a number of bystanders 
were present, and their sense of honor aud 
ideas tf fair play would not permit them 
to allow more than one of the scrapping fel­ 
lows to tackle the ferule-wielder at a time. 
With remarkable eooinesa the man of learn­ 
ing piclid hie coat and squared himself, and 
Wie n time was called for the first round, a 
well-directed blow from his left struck the 
largest of the husky young men on the

first, and the third round was not fought, 
as nobody but the schoolmaster came to 
time. 
Brother No. 2 “ did not want any 
ia his,” and when the man who teaches 
ideas how to shoot looked calmly around 
and inquired if there were any otner mem­ 
bers of the family present who desired sat­ 
isfaction, a smile of admiration passed over 
the faces of the crowd, aud it was then and 
there declared that the Sutter county 
school was in good hands, and not liable to 
be broken up by reason of a lack of author­

LOCAL INTELLIGEML 


T h e G re a t F ire .—In spe&kÍDg of a local 
item that appeared in this paper, the Ala­ 
meda Encinal says : Last Saturday’s Sacra­ 
mento Record-Union contained a reminis­ 
cence of that city’s first conflagration, which 
occurred on the night of the 2d of November, 
1852, just thirty-one yeare ago, and the next 
morning, if our memory eerves us faithfully, 
there were cot more than a dozen houses 
standing within the city’s limits—the cottage 
we occupied with our family, and the four- 
story hotel adjoining, at the head of Fourth 
street, oufside of the I-etreet levee, being 
among the number, where, for several weeks 
thereafter, we entertained about a dozen of 
our friends, among them the lately deceased 
James McClatchy, Ned Jeffries, also de­ 
ceased, and several others of the fraternity 
not now remembered. We were then em- 
plyed on the old UsiON, and had passed up J 
street only a few minutes before the alarm of 
‘•fire’’ sounded through the quiet midnight 
air. The Kecord-Union says : "A norther 
had just set in, which, after the fire com­ 
menced, increased to a gale.” This, we think, 
is an error. Oar recollection of the night is 
that there was but little wind blowing, but 
that, as usual in all great fires, a strong cur­ 
rent was produced by the flames of the burn­ 
ing buildings. Toe norther came the day 
after, or the following one, and was succeeded 
by heavy rainp, which rendered the condition 
of the “ burnt out ” people more uncomforta­ 
ble. It did not take long to rebuild a city in 
those days of push and enterprise, fur, not­ 
withstanding the season of the yea:, the 
high prices of building materials and the 
sudden increase of value of all kinds of skilled 
labor, by the 3d of December, a single month, 
761 buildings had been erected.

A TALK 
CONCERNING 
VARIOUS

BIBLE. 


The ¡Coverdale Bible of 1535—Cranmer’s 
Bible—The Latest Edition of 
the Revisors, 


N o lover of books, however modest his 
pretensions or however limited his means, 
says the Leeds (Eng.) M ercury, can afford 
to be without one or two old Bibles. 
Set­ 
ting asi'de altogether the special claims of 
the 
“ book of books” on our reverent 
esteem, there is not a book in our own or 
any ether language about whose history 
and bibliography so much interest cen­ 
ters as the Bible. From the days of Moses’ 
book of stone to the last production of the 
British and Foreign Bible Society, no one 
work—not even Homer—has run through 
such a romantic career as this book. 
Tne 
most venerable of all old manuscripts are 
those on which are traced, be it in the 
Hebrew of the old scribes or the Latin of 
the old monks, portions of Holy Writ. 
The most noble relics of that twilight age 
which preceded printing are Bibles, and 
Bibles also are the 
earliest and most 
splendid triumphs of “ the ait wl ich saves 
all arts," which, had it achieved nothing 
but the multiplication of the Scriptures, 
would still rank as the greatest reformer 
the world has ever known. 
A complete collection of printed Bibles 
is an object of despair, even to the most 
princely of collectors. 
Apart from the fab­ 
ulous prices which the “ Biblia l’auperum,” 
the “ Mazarine B ible” and the “ Mentz 
l’salter ” would command, were copies ever 
to come into the market, the vastness of 
the field to be explored is beyond any 
man’s capacity. 
The 700 or S00 various editions exhib­ 
ited not long ago at theCaxton celebration 
in London represented only a fragment of 
the whole collection ; and to secure these, 
public libraries, learned societies, ducal 
palaces, transatlantic museums, and even 
the royal book-shelves, were called upon to 
contribute. 
But while anything like a universal col­ 
lection of Bibles íb hopelessly beyond any 
one’s reach, there are tracks within the 
huge area in which (to use the word in a 
strictly bibliographical 
sense) excellent 
sport may be enjoyed. 
A collection of English Bibles, for in­ 
stance, is not absolutely unimaginable, and 
although no library, probably, yet possesses 
an unbroken set, the possibility of such an 
achievement is within the range of prac­ 
tical book-hunting. 
The private collector of limited means 
would, of course, be pulled up short at 
the very outset. 
For a collection of Eng­ 
lish Bibles without a Coverdale to head 
the list would be like the family tree of 
the patriarchs without Adam. And Cover- 
dales are not to be picked up every day. 
Indeed, not a dozen copies of this venera­ 
ble first English Bible are known to exist, 
and of these not a single copy is perfect as 
it left the press of Van Meteren, in Ant­ 
werp, in 1335. 
It must always be a slight cloud on the 
otherwise bright history of English print­ 
ing, that the first English Bible was the 
work of a foreign printer. 
Patriotism 
straggled long against the conviction, and 
tried to persuade itself that because two 
years later Nycholson’s edition of the same 
Bible was produced in London, with the 
identical cuts used in the 1535 copy, the 
first Bible must also have emanated from 
the same press. 
But all such delusion 
broke down completely under Mr. Stevens' 
discovery in 1S77, while cataloguing the 
Bibles for the Caxton Exhibition, which 
seems to establish beyond doubt the for­ 
eign workmanship of this venerable book. 
No Englishman can for the first time 
turn the pages of a Coverdale Bible of 1535 
unmoved. 
Of what blessings to his native 
iand was not this work of the Yorkshire 
scholar the herald ! 
W ith what wonder 
must the England of that day have first 
looked upon a Bible written in its own 
homely language—shrouded no longer in 
monkish Latin, but as easy to read and as 
plain to understand as its own Chaucer ! 
W ith what gratitude is one even tempted 
to look back on the conjugal eccentricities 
of King Henry V III., when one remem­ 
bers how largely England is indebted to 
that monarch's feuds with Rome in the 
matter of his great divorce suit for her 
first copy of the Scriptures in the vulgar 
tongue ! 
The first English Bible is dedicated to 
the merry monarch, who, in the conrse of 
one short eulogy, is likened successively 
to Moses, David, Solomon and Jehosaphat, 
by his “ Grace’s humble subjecte and day- 
lye oratour,” the translator. 
Tne plates 
and map and title pages must have ap­ 
peared wonderful works of art to the cus­ 
tomers of Nycholson, the London pub­ 
lisher of this venerable edition de luxe*. 
And as a proof of the eagerness with 
which the book was taken up, we find 
edition following edition in rapid suc­ 
cession. 
N ext to the Coverdale Bible (which, by 
the way, is even less venerable than Tyn- 
dale’s New Testament, first printed at 
1525 at Worms) the coll ctor will need to 
possess himself of a " Matthew’s Bible,” 
which, also printed abroad in 1737, is made 
up partly of Tyndale’s and partly of Cov- 
erdalc’s translations. 
The earlier books 
aud the New Testament arc prefaced by 
portentous prologues, with notes at the 
end ol the chapters. 
The real compiler of 
this Bible was John Rogers, Queen Mary's 
first martyr, who, because his friend Tyn- 
dale's work had been condemned by au 
thority, adopted the name of Matthew in 
putting forth this partial reprint of the 
prohibited volume. 
This Bible and its 
.subsequent editions formed the foundation 
for must of. the later revisions, aud to a 
large extent remains in our present Author­ 
ized Version. 
A good maDy peculiarities, 
however, have long since disappeared ; as, 
for instance, the r n 'ering of the verse. 
; be afraid for .he terror by 
ids : “ So thou shalt not 
yd for any Bugges by night ' 
which has given Matthew’s 
lame of the “ Bug Bible.” 
lomon’s Song in this version 
; of B illots of Salamon,” 
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the feare of G d into her hca.le, that there­ 
by she may be conipelled to learn her du-

spite the powerful protection of the former 
prelate, who was then Embassador in Paris, 
the book w as prohibited iu 
f ia n c e 
an d 
ordered to bo confiscated. 
Cromwell con­ 
sequently transferred type, pre6S and all 
to London. 
The Great Bible appears without note or 
comment, and also without dedication, al­ 
though Hans Holbein’s elaborate allegori­ 
cal title-page leaves very little to be de­ 
sired in the way of abject llattery. 
In 
this extraordinary composition the A l­ 
mighty is represented 
in 
the clouds, 
stretching forth his hands over the seated 
figure of Henry V III,, and proclaiming, 
“ I have found a Man after toy own 
Heart.” 
On either side of the King stands 
a bareheaded Bishop with his miter at his 
feet, while a chorus of persons on both 
sides exclaim, by means of labels issuing 
from their mouths, “ Viral B ex,” an aspir­ 
ation which the prisoner peeping through 
their bars are not represented as joining. 
A new edition of the Great Bible was 
produced in the following year, prefaced 
by a prologue by Cranmer, who thereby 
came to be credited with the work of its 
tcauslation : aud this and subsequent edi­ 
tions of the Bible are still styled “ Cran- 
tier's version.” 
A fixed price ol 10s un- 


bonnd, and 12s bound, was ordered by 
Royal authority, and it was farther pro­ 
vided that copies should be attached by 
chains to the pillars of churches for the 
use of the parishioners. 
The version of 
the Psalms of 
David still used in the 
Prayer-book of the Church of England fol­ 
lows the text of the Great Bible. 
An illustration of the superiority of the 
terse, homely Saxon over the more polished 
paraphrases of later translations may be 
noted in the account of the finding of our 
Savior in the Temple, where it says “ they 
founde hym—siteing in the middes of ye 
doctoureB 
hearings them 
and posyr.ge 
them.” 
. 
_ 
Even in those early days sectarian differ­ 
ences showed themselves in the rendering 
of various passages, as, for instance, 1st 
Timothy, iv,,¡14, which in our version ends 
“ with the laying on of the hands of the 
presbytery," is rendered 
in Matthew’s 
Bible “ with the laying on of the hands of 
an elder,” while Cranmer’s version has it 
“ with the layinge on of handes by the 
autoritieof priesthode.” 
In the same year in which the Great Bible 
first appeared Richard Taverner put forth 
a version of hiB own, taken partly from 
Matthew’s copy and partly translated by 
himself. 
But Taverner’s Bible never was 
veiy popular, probably owing to its prox­ 
imity to the far more important authorized 
version of Cranriier. 
H is Bible, however, 
is of no small value, and abounds in many 
specimens of vigorous Euglisb, some of 
which one could wish to see retained in 
later translations. 
One instance must suf­ 
fice. 
“ We have an advocate with the 
Father,” as we have it, is rendered by 
Taverner, “ W e have a spokesman with the 
Father,” adding in the following verse: 
“ For He is the mercy-stock for our sins.” 
Up to this point, the collector must an­ 
ticipate no little difficulty in possessing 
himself of copies of the various versions of 
the English Bible. 
The Genevan Bible of 
15fi0 and its successors he will more easily 
meet with. 
The Genevan version íb a landmark in 
the history of the English Bible in more 
ways than one. 
It is the first version 
which is divided into texts. 
And it is to a 
large extent the work of Nonconformists, 
animated by strong Calvinistic instincts, 
which are very apparent in some of the 
notes. 
For instance, the note to Romans 
ix., 15, reads : “ As the only wil and pur­ 
pose of God is the chief cause of election 
and reprobation : so his free mercy in 
Christ is an inferiour cause of salvation, and 
the hardening of the heart an infericur 
cause of damnation.” 
The Genevan Bible is best known as the 
“ Breeches” Bible, so styled from the 
peculiar rendering of the word in Genesis 
iii., 7, which we now translate “ aprons.” 
Scarcely less curious a peculiarity is the 
use of the word “ cratch” for “ manger,” 
in Luke ii., 16. 
This Bible, though never authorized by 
the church, achieved remarkable popular­ 
ity. 
It is computed that between the 
years 1560 and 1630 no fewer than 200 edi­ 
tions were issued ; aud so great was its 
hold on the public favor that onr revised 
authorized version of 1611 failed for some 
years to replace it. 
The large number of 
editions through which the Breeches Bible 
pissed creates some cUficulty for the col­ 
lector, as emendations were frequently be­ 
ing made with the text during the period, 
to say nothing of printers’ errors. 
Of the 
Utter a good instance is in an edition of 
1562, where the text “ Blessed are the 
peacemakers” 
reads 
“ Blessed are the 
place-maktrs.” 
The only other great translation of the 
Bible prior to the authorized version of 
1611 was the Bishop’s Bible, a revision of 
the Great Bible, undertaken by B.shop 
Barker and completed in 1568. 
This ver­ 
sion obtained the sanction of the Convoca­ 
tion in 1571, and remained the authorized 
version used in the churches ; while the 
Breeches Bible continued the popular Bible 
in the homeB of the people. 
The loyalty 
of the Bishop’s Bible is attested by a title- 
page almost as fulsome in its flattery if 
Elizabeth as Holbein’s title to the G eat 
Bible had been of her father. 
The version 
Buffered many emendations, but its various 
editions are many of them known best by 
the printer’s errors or peculiar renderings 
which they contain. 
It is often styled the 
“ Treacle Bible,” because of the rendering 
“ Is there no ‘ tryacle’ in Gilead,” where 
we read “ halm ;” and the Donai version 
has “ rosin.’’ 
Another peculiar reading is 
in Ecclesiastes ix., 1, where, instead of 
“ Cast thy bread upon the waters" (or as 
Matthew’s 
Bible 
had 
it, 
“ Sand thy 
vyttuavls over the waters”), the Bishop’s 
rendering is “ Lay thy bread upon wet 
faces.” 
The notes, also, are often very 
quaint, as, for instance, that intended to 
elucidate Bsalm xlv., !)— “A vesture of gold 
of Ophir.” 
“ Ophir,” says the note, “ is 
thought to be the llande in the west coaste 
of late found by Christopher Colombo, 
from whence at this day is brought much 
fine gold.” 
The versions enumerated above, in addi­ 
tion to the Rheims and Douai Bibles, of 
which there is no space at present to en­ 
large, brings the collector up to 1611, wbea 
our present venerable and beloved version 
was put forth by the forty-seven transla­ 
tors appointed by the Hampton Court Con­ 
ference. under royal sanction and author­ 
ity. 
Of this version it is needless to say 
anything, except that, as in the case of its 
predecessors, most of its bibliographical 
interest is associated with textual peculiari­ 
ties. 
An unlucky omission of the woid 
“ not "from the Seventh Commandment 
in the 1631 copy has gained that edition 
the nickname of the “ wicked ” Bible, and 
made it a prize in the book market. 
And 
the misprint which changed “ The parable 
of the vineyard ” into “ The parable of the 
vinegar ” has given the “ Vinegar” Bible 
of 1746 equal notoriety. 
We might multiply instances. 
Indeed 
our Bible has, at one time or another, suf­ 
fered so severely at the hands of the prin­ 
ter, that one is tempted 
to suspect a more 
than 
accidental satire in that famous prin­ 
ter’s error which ma le David exclaim, iu 
Psalm cxix., 161, “ Printers have perse­ 
cuted me without a cause !” 
Happily, neither David nor any one else 
concerned has had cause to reiterate the 
complaint in modern editions. 
Indeed, 
the accuracy of every copy of the thou­ 
sands of editions which now circulate is 
one of the wonders of Bible production in 
sent day. 
EogliBh Bible is shortly about to 
c a new phase of its history. 
Oae 
dly contemplate with unmixed sat­ 
o the supplauting of our beloved 
>!e version by a new translation, 
r scholarly. 
Aud the foretaste we 
ready had in the Revised New Tes- 
nt is not wholly encouraging. 
But it 
rlv days to forbode. 
In any case a 
edition of the new Bible, when it ap­ 
i, will be a necessary aud easy acqui- 
a for every 
book-lover; 
aud who 
rs but 350 years hence it may claim as 
honored a place in the library of the future 
at a Cioverdale occupies iu the library of 
to-day?

CELL THEORY 
OF ANIUAL 
DEATH. 
L'FE AND 


In a critical review of the germ theory 
of disease, printed in the Popular Science 
M onthly, Professor Cradle compares the 
animal body to a vast colony of cells, the 
ultim ate elements of life. 
E .ch tissue, he 
says, be it bone, muscle, liver or brain, is 
made up of cells of its own kind, peculiar 
to and characteristic of the tissue. 
Each 
cell represents an elem ent living by itself, 
b ut capable of continuing its life only by 
the aid it gets from other cells. 
By means 
of the blood vessels and the nervous system 
the different cells of the body are put into 
a state of m utual connection and depend­ 
ence. The animal system resembles in this 
way a republic, in which each citizen de­ 
pends upon others for protection, subsist­ 
ence, and the supply of the requisites of 
daily life. 
Accustomed as each citizen is 
to this m utual interdependence, he could 
not exist w ithout it. 
Each citizen of this 
animal colony, each cell, can thrive only 
aB long as the conditions persist to which 
it is adapted. 
These conditions comprise 
the proper supply of food and oxygen, the 
necessary removal of the waste prolucts 
formed by the chemical activity of all 
parts 
of 
the 
body, 
the 
protection 
against 
external mechanical forces and 
tem perature, 
as 
well 
as 
a 
number 
of minor details, 
Any interference w ith 
these conditions of life impairs the normal 
activity of the entire body, or, as the case 
may be, of the individual cells concerned. 
But the animal system possesses the means 
of resisting damaging influences. 
Death 
or inactivity of one or a few citizens does 
not disable the State. 
The body is not 
rfta t a rigid piece of mechanism th at the 
Y ^tklige of one wheel can arrest the action 
of the whole. 
W ithin certain limits, any 
damage done to individual groupB of cells 
can be repaired by the compensating pow­ 
ers of the organism. 
I t is oüly when this 
compensating faculty fails, when the body 
cannot successfully resist an unfavorable 
influence, th at a disturbance arises which 
we call disease. 
This definition enables us 
to understand how external violence, im ­ 
proper or insufficient food, poisons, and 
other unaccustomed influences, can pro­ 
duce disease. 
B ut modern research has 
rendered it likely th a t the diseases due to 
such causes are not so numerous as the af­ 
fections produced by invasion of the body 
by parasites. 
Of these a few aro known to 
be animals—for instance, the trichina, and 
some worms found in the blood in certain 
rare diseases. 
B ut the bulk of the hosts 
we have to contend w ith is of vegetable 
nature, and belongs to the lowest order of 
fungi—commonly term ed bacteria.

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The Zuyder Zee was recently the aoene 
of some interesting experiments w ith Pro- 
feBsor Holme’s Siren fog-horn. Two steam 
vessels, the one the Zwalaw. belonging to 
the N etherland Royal Steam ship Company, j 
and the other, the Hollandia, were each 
fitted with one of the fog-horns, which 
though well-known in our navy, have up to 
the present tim e been used by the Dutch 
< .overnm ent as lighthouse'fog signals only. 
The obj;ct of the experim ents was to ascer­ 
tain if 
a small apparatus operated by 
steam could be used advantageously at sea 
for signaling on the Morse system of dot 
and dash. 
Toe tw o vessels left Rotterdam 
at 10 a. m , and, after passing through the 
sluice gates, and entering the Zuyder Z “e, 
the smaller of the two ships ceaaed steam ­ 
ing, while the larger put out to sea. Tele­ 
graph clerks were employed to manipulate 
the apparatus, and although the distance 
eventually became bo great that each vessel 
was invisible to these on hoard the othtr, 
yet the signals reached the ear distinctly, 
and were at once read off and understood. 
The unusual and unexpected sounds caused 
the Captain of an outward-bound steamer, 
the W illem III., to suppose the Zwalaw 
was iu distress, and to hasten to her assist­ 
ance. 
Upon getting alongside and ascer­ 
taining the true cause of the noise, he made 
no secret of his disgust, and steamed away 
at full speed. 
After experimenting for 
abont five hours, at distances varying from 
one to five miles, the signal “ Come to us ” 
wae given from the Zwalaw, to which the 
H ollandia replied, “ W e come,” and was 
soon seen steaming toward her consort. 
Tnere were present Mr. Reeringh, of the 
Marine D epartm ent; 
Colonel Steppens, 
Director of the Navy Yatd, and the repre­ 
sentatives of the various steamship com­ 
panies. 
The results of the trials were con­ 
sidered to be in every way satisfactory, 
and to dem onstrate the possibility of one 
vessel communicating intelligence to the 
other a t sea, although separated by a con­ 
siderable distance.—[London Times. 


S trange P henomena.—In Polk county, 
N eb., are many wells which exhibit pecu­ 
liar phenomena of interm ittence. 
They 
vary from 100 to 140 feet in depth, and 
e b b m d flow irregularly. 
The flow is ac. 
companied by a roaring sound like th at of 
the sea, as thongh a distant wave were com­ 
ing, and at the same tim e a current of air 
isenes ont of the mouth. 
The ebb is ac­ 
companied by a d raft of air downward. 
The period of ebb and flow does not ap­ 
pear to depend upon heat or sold, upon the 
dampness or dryness of the atmosphere, 
npon the season of the year, or apon the 
time of day, but, on the other hand, seems 
to be in some way connected w ith the di­ 
rection of wind. 
The farm ers think that 
the water bearing level is identical with 
th at of the w ater of the P latte river, which 
bounds on the north those counties in 
which the wells are situated.

CALIFORNIA. 
M ysterious Murder tu San Francisco. 
S a n F ra n c isc o , November 9tb.—At about 
11 o’clock this forenoon C »ptain Arnold, of 
the Pacific Mail Steamship Company’s steam 
launch, discovered the body of a man float­ 
ing in the bay off the Mail Company’s dock. 
Tne body was secured and removed to the 
morgue by the Coroner. The remains are 
those of a man probably upwards of sixty 
years of age, and bad not been in the water 
more than twelve or eighteen hours. The 
face was cleanly Bhaved, except a heavy dark- 
brown mustache, slightly sprinkled with 
gray, cut short, and “ galway” whiskers, 
that is, on the back part of the chin and the 
upper portion of the throat. The clothing 
consisted of a white and black checkered over- 
ebirt, bine flannel underclothing, well-worn 
black frock coat, double-breasted diagonal 
cloth vest, cut low and bound with very wide 
braid, blue jean overalls, and heavy brogans 
but little worn. Over a black slouched hat 
was a handkerchief tied tightly under the 
chin. The only articles found in the Dock­ 
ets of the clothing were a three-bladed 
pocket-knife, 
without 
the 
bone 
or 
wood 
with 
which 
the 
handle 
was 
covered, and a blank bill head of "Lind& 
Van Buskirk, asphaltum roofers, Nos. 620 
M arket street, or 539 California Btreet.” 
Around the neck was a rope the size of a 
clothes 1ÍD6, both ends of which extended 
down the front of the body to the feet and 
thence around the ankles and the brogans and 
then drawn so taut as to bring the kneee 
over the diaphragm as far as possible. There 
was also a piece of hay rope around the neck, 
the ends being carried down parallel with the 
other rope and fastened around it between the 
feet. The arms were raised in a crooked 
form above the breast and the hands partly 
closed. The knotting of the rope is such 
that it would be almost impossible for the 
deceased to have done the work himself. It 
is therefore very improbable that the mao 
committed suicide. From the position of 
the body and the manner the lower limbs are 
tied, there is little doubt but the deceased 
was a victim of cold-blooded murder. The 
clothing and appearance of the deceased in­ 
dicate that he was a seafaring man. Coroner 
LivmgBton notified Chief Crowley of the cir­ 
cumstances of the case, and detectives are 
making investigations. 
The lllll-Bharon Case—Scene Id Conrl. 
S an F rancisco, November 9th.—Sarah 
A. Hill provuked another scene in the Pro­ 
bate Court to day. She appeared to demand 
the return of her certificate of marriage to 
Sharon. The Clerk of the Court declined to 
assume the responsibility of passing it over, 
and called Judge Finn to assist him in his 
predicament. The contract is written on a 
half sheet of note paper, in a cramped, femi­ 
nine hand. The first three lines are in a dif­ 
ferent handwriting, and plaintiff claimB they 
were composed by Sharon. The sheet is 
filled and turned over, the reverse side bear­ 
ing the alleged signature of SharoB. The 
paper is well worn, bears evidences of much 
handling, and is discolored with thumb- 
marks. The Judge and Clerk attempted to 
open the safe in which it was deposited, bat 
were unable to do so. Miss Hill, being told 
of the state of affairs, burst into tears, say­ 
ing she knew it would be so, adding 
that 
she was 
subpenaed 
to 
appear 
before the Grand Jury at 2 o’clock, 
aud would be sent to jail if she did not 
produce the paper. She became hysterical, 
and raised such a scene that the Jndge was 
obliged to retire to hie chambers. She re­ 
fused to leave the Court-room until the paper 
was placed in her hand. The services of a 
locksmith were procured, the safe opened and 
the paper found intact. The Jndge was on 
the point of handing it to G. W. Tyler, her 
attorney, when Míbb Hill raised a row and 
sprang forward to prevent the transfer. She 
fioally identified the paper, placed it in her 
pocket and walked out. Ne sooner had she 
left the room than a policeman served a sub- 
pena on the Clerk, requiring him to appear 
before the Grand Jury with the certificate of 
marriage of which photographic copies had 
beeu taken. M issing Schoolgirls. 
San F rancisco, November 9th.—May 
Taber, daughter of Jacob S. Taber, Presi­ 
dent of the Board of Trade, and Kate Best, 
both 12 yearH old, disappeared from Madame 
Zeitska’s school at the noon receBs. They 
were last seen on the Oakland train. The 
Police are scouring Alameda, but up to mid­ 
night without success. 
McAullire's Remains. 
S an F rancisco, November 9 :h .—The body 
of W. H. McAuliffe, who was murdered near 
Hanford, arrived to-day, and was removed to 
the family residence. 
The San Jose D efalcation. 
S an Jose, November 9th.—Yesterday it 
was known to a privileged few that W. F. 
Kllis, City Clerk, was $1,300 short in his 
accounts. To-day the secret became puhlic 
property. The discovery was made on Wed­ 
nesday of last week by City Treasurer Bane. 
The Mayor and Chairman of the Finance 
Committee were notified, and the work of 
examining the books was at once begun. The 
Treasurer’s books and receipts showed that 
he had received $1,301 59 less than the per­ 
sonal property tax roll showed to have been 
received by Ellis as Assessor. Tne next 
morning a formal demand was made on Ellis 
for the money. He admitted to have used 
it, but said he had no idea the amount 
was so great. He was in debt when 
he 
went 
into 
the 
office, and had 
sickness in his family. 
His attempts 
to pay his debts, and his expenses, political 
and otherwise, had caused him to temporarily 
appropriate the city moneys. Last Saturday 
he paid $000 of the amount back, and Mon­ 
day he returned the balance. Mr. Ellis’ 
reputation has hitherto been of the highest, 
and his friends have exhibited the greatest 
surprise at his act. The Council is meeting 
to-nigbt, and some action will doubtless be 
taken. Mr. Ellis does not intend to resign, 
and will not give up his office unless forced to 
do so, 
[SECOND DISPATCH.) 
S an Jose, November 9:h.—The Common 
Council to-nigbt almost unanimously passed 
a vote of confidence in the integrity of Ellis, 
and their belief that there was no intent to 
do wrong. A resolution asking him to resign 
received but one vote. 
Shooting Affray In Kern County. 
Bakersfield, November 9;h.— John Mur­ 
phy was shot and badly wounded by Wm. 
Espey, yesterday evening, at Martin’s ranch, 
on Paso creek, about thirty miles north of 
this place. The shooting occurred in a quar­ 
rel, Murphy accusing Espey of having taken 
his money, aud striking him, which the latter 
resented by shooting him. Both parties had 
been drinking freely in the course of the day. 
It was found afterward that the mouey in 
question was on deposit with a merchant in 
Delano, to which place Espey proceeded im­ 
mediately after the shootiug and surrendered 
himself. His examination will take place to­ 
morrow. 
Sslrlde at M odesta. 
M odesto, Novembor 9 th .—This afternoon, 
about 5 o’clock, Achllle Gailletta, a native of 
France, aged about 60, was found in his 
room, with a pistol ball through his left 
breast. He had just shot himself, as the 
body was not yet cold. He had been in this 
State since 1852, and had been a resident of 
this town for the past eleven years. A t one 
time he was quite a prominent man, but at 
the time of his death had but little property. 
The Coroner’s jury found that he came to his 
death by his own hand, but could find no 
canse for the act.

They were brought 
here and had an examination before United 
States Commissioner Gregg, during which 
time it transpired that the man giving the 
name of Carriosco was none other than Pro- 
copio M urietts, better known in California 
as “ Red Dick,” nephew of the famous bandit 
Joaquin Marietta. It further transpired that 
he was the party who shot and killed young 
Greenwood at Aguierres station, on the Altar 
road, last April, and against whom an indict­ 
ment is pending for murder in the first de­ 
gree. He was discharged for the offense at 
the Indian Agency, but immediately rear­ 
rested for murder.

OLD MEXICO. 
Item s from Guaymas. 
G üaymas, November 9¡b. — The total 
amount of deaths from all causes here for the 
last month is 39, of which only 27 were from 
fever. O ' these 9 were Americans. Since 
the 1st of November to date several new­ 
comers, principally strangers, have been taken 
down. Oliver G. Funk died on the 8th, and 
the foreman of the machine shops of the rail­ 
road was taken sick. 
The steamer Sonora, from the lower coast, 
arrived this afternooo, but as the visiting 
physician is absent she has not aB yet dis­ 
charged her cargo and passengers. It is re­ 
ported, however, by the Board of Health of­ 
ficers that a Mexican who took passage from 
La Paz to this place died, and was buried last 
night at sea. 
Contributions are being solicited by a com­ 
mittee to close up the present graves of those 
who died of the fever, and disinfect them. 
Several cases of fever are still existing here, 
and common prudiuce dictates that unless 
parties have important business, it is unsafe 
to come. The Board of Health are granting 
clear bills of health, but the air still seems 
infected with the disease. 
The Seventh Regiment band is here, but so 
far no music has been heard. 
Among the newcomers who have been 
down with the fever maybe mentioned F. 
Sidney and Captain W. Randall, both old 
and well-known residents of Guaymas. 
The Railroad House will now be built, as 
orderB have been received to grade the lot for 
that purpose. ______ 
NEVADA. 
F rightful Fall Down a M ining Shaft. 
V irginia, November 9th.—Night before 
last Henry Richards was killed at the old 
Woodville shaft, lower Gold Hill. He and 
two or three others went to explore the old 
shaft and put upon it an old patent windlass 
that they picked up. Richards had only de­ 
scended a few feet when the windlass became 
unmanagable, and he fell a distance of over 
300 feet, and was instantly killed. 


UTAH. 


Paddy Ryan Called Hom e. 
O gden, November 9;h.—A telegram re­ 
ceived from Mrs. Ryan to-day announcing 
the dangerous illness of their ODly child, calls 
Paddy RyaD home, leaving for Chicago this 
evening.

G entiles Pleased—W alls of the Tem ple

S alt L ake, November 9th.—The com­ 
ments of Eastern journals on the Utah ques­ 
tion are received with pleasure by the Gen­ 
tiles, who think the public appreciate the 
relations between the Mormons and the Gov­ 
ernment. 
Every day prominent members 
leave for the East, and an influential lobby 
will be present in Washington to defeat any 
legislation looking to the overthrow of the 
priesthood. 
To day the main walls if the Temple were 
completed. They are ten feet thick, of solid 
granite, and 85 feet bigb. The foundation 
was laid twenty-eight years ago. 
The cost 
to the present time has been $4,500,000. It 
will require six years more in which to com­ 
plete it. 
OREGON. 
Advices from Portland. 
P ortland, October 9th.—Mr. Davis, the 
amorous Esculapius, against whom Miss 
Carrie Woods obtained a verdict for $4,000 a 
few days ago for breach of promise, has been 
arrested and placed under $5,000 bends. It 
was claimed that Davis was making prepara­ 
tions to jump the country to avoid paying 
the damages, and hence the arrest. 
Joseph Bschman has been arraigned in the 
Police Court, to answer two charges of swin­ 
dling. He waived examination, and was held 
te bail in the sum of $3,000. 
J. R. Ford, charged with robbing a stage 
in southern Oregon, is on trial in the United 
States Court. The testimony against the de­ 
fendant is very direct, and his conviction is 
almost certain. 
[SECOND DISPATCH.) 
P ortland, November 9th.—J. R. Todd, 
the stags, mail and express robber, was found 
guilty to-night. The jury were out only a 
few minutes. 
News lias just reached here that a youDg 
person, answering to the description of the 
boy murderer Finlayaon, had been seen in the 
vicinity of Vancouver, Washington Terri­ 
tory. This person has been observed for sev­ 
eral days, looking around in a suspicious 
manner. The Sheriff and a detective left 
this evening for Vancouver, for the purpose 
of finding the suspected person and identify­ 
ing him. 
A man named H. Falmcr was instantly 
killed to-day, while chopping wood a few 
miles below the city. He had just felled a 
large tree, when a limb came down on him, 
crushing him to death. 
It is now claimed that E. M. Giononini, 
the I 'alian murderer, nnder sentence of death 
at Vancouver, Washington Territory, is in­ 
sane. An effort will be made to obtain a 
commutation of sentence on that ground. 
Early this morning the store of G. Strube, 
of East Portland, was bnrglarized. The 
outer door of the large safe was broken open, 
but the burglars abandoned, for some reason, 
their attempt to open the drawer of the safe, 
which contained over $2,000 in gold and 
greenbacks. Why the thieves did not burst 
open the drawer door is a mystery, but they 
were probably frightened away. They got 
away with nothing. 
To-night, while the committee was in ses­ 
sion examining the charges against Mayor 
Chapman, regarding his alleged infamous 
contract with ex-Chief of Police Besser, bar­ 
tering city offices to the highest bidder, the 
original contract, signed by Chapman aud 
Besser, was produced. Besser, who was on 
the witness-staud, asked permission to ex­ 
amine the contract for the purpose of identi­ 
fying the signatures. 
The clerk handed 
Besser the paper, which he placed in his 
pocket and refused to return. An effort was 
made to compel him to surrender the import­ 
ant document, but he peremptorily refused. 
Chief of Police Watkins, who was present, 
was called on to force Besser to yield, but he 
declined, saving he would not arrest him un­ 
less he had a warrant. Besser then walked 
coolly ont of the room with the paper. The 
affair created great excitement in the com* 
mittee-room and tbrongbout the city. What 
course the committee will take is a matter of 
public conjecture. 
WASHINGTON TERRITORY. 
Return of General M iles. 
V a n c o u v e r, November 9;h. — General 
Miles returned to the headquarters of the 
Department of the Colnmbia to-day. There 
will donhtlpss he a number of changes among 
the chief cfficers in his command. A grand 
reception will lie tendered him Boon by the 
officers cf the garrison. 
Brew ery Fires at Seattle. 
_ S eattle, November 9th.—A fire this mom' 
ing destroyed the malt-house belonging to A 
Storah, proprietor of the Seattle brewery 
The flames communicated with the County 
Auditor’s and Treasurer's offices, destroying 
the building. The county jail occupied the 
basement of the same building, bat the pris­ 
oners were removed in time to the city jail. 
All the county documents and hooks were 
saved. Lots on malt-honse, $2,000 ; fully in­ 
sured. The county's loss is fully $2,000 ; in­ 
sured for $1,000. The fire was undoubtedly 
the work of an incendiary. This is the third 
brewery fire here in nine months.

BOOKS AMD MAGAZINES. 
“ French and German Socialism in Modern 
Times ” is a new work from the pen of 
Richard T. Ely, Ph. D. It is from the press 
of Harper & Bros., and is at hand from A. 
L. Bancroft & Co , San Francisco. It is a 
model of conciseness. Few subjects of such 
broad possibilities of treatment have been 
handled in such a concise manner, with a 
preservation of the points necessary to a 
proper treatise. The author knew his sub­ 
ject : be was clear as to what he ou^ht to 
say, and be had an adequate conception of 
the truth regarding the much-debated char­ 
acteristics and evils of socialism. But it 
cannot be said that any especially new mat­ 
ter has been presented by Professor Ely. 
Rather he has embodied in brief form much 
of all there is to be said for and against so­ 
cialism. He leads the reader, by easy stages, 
into a critical examination of the subject, at 
no time loeing an even Dalance of judgment 
with justice, and enables the mind to take 
in the leadiDg ideas that have been advanced 
by great advocates of socialism, in a manner 
divested of heat or passion. In short, Pro- 
fesBor Ely’s system of studying the snbject is 
one that is cool and dispassionate. He sits 
in a judicial attitnde, and compels the reader 
to assume a similar mental position. Who­ 
ever reads carefully and slowly this little 
work will find himself made very well ac­ 
quainted with Rodbertus and Karl Marx, 
and the scheme of social democracy, but 
must not expect to find the subject ex­ 
hausted. 
From A. L. Bancroft & Co., San Francis­ 
co, we have a superb holiday volume that is 
issued from the press of Harper Si Bros., 
New York, and sells at $10. It is a royal 
quarto edition of Poe’s “ Raven,” illustrated 
by Gustave Dore, and accompanied by crit­ 
ical commentaries by Edmund C, Stedman. 
This is one of the finest art works of recent 
issue, if not the most superior, and will re­ 
ceive, as it deserves, a critical review as an 
art work, at a later date, when we shall have 
had time to Btndy the conceptions of the art­ 
ist and the work of the many distinguished 
engravers whose names are related to this 
volume.

J. C. Flancagan, of San Bernardino, was 
stung by a scorpion last week. Applica­ 
tions of tobacco, soaked in whisky, removed 
the pain. 
At Tacoma, W. T., is a fishing boat bnilt 
on the regular Chinese pattern, sampan- 
rigged, and forming an odd contrast to the 
American craft. 
A bee comb nearly three feet long, sus­ 
pended from a tree and pretty well filled with 
honey, was found near Santa Ana. The beeB 
were still working on it. 
The mills of the California Redwood Com­ 
pany, on Indian Island, opposite Eureka, 
Humboldt county, were lighted with electric 
lights Wednesday evening. 
The Carson Tribune learns, on "excellent 
authority,” that John Mackay is about to 
purchase the Salt Lake Tribune lot Judge 
Goodwin and Pat Lannan. 
Eighty-five wagons, containing families 
and household goods of saints, from Northern 
Utah, are on the way to the Gila and Salt 
River settlements in Arizona.

FURTHER ASIATIC INVASION. 
Chinese Laborers Who Went to Chinn Prior 
to the Passage of the Restriction Act 
Entitled to Land. 
Oa Thursday Jndge Hoffman, of the United 
States District Court, at San Francisco, ren­ 
dered the following opinion, admitting an­ 
other extensive list of Mongolians through 
the meshes of the Restriction A ct: 
United States District Court, District of Califor­ 
nia.—In the matter of Chin A. On, Chin A. Ki and 
Chin Man Chow, on habeas corpus. —Opinion. 
The question presented for decision in these cases 
is whether a Chinese laborer who resided in this 
country at the date of tbe conclusion of the treaty 
of November 17, 1?80, and who went to China be­ 
fore the Act of CuDgress of May 6, 188-, is entitled 
to land at this port without producing tbe certificate 
required hy that Act. 
The Second Article of the treaty is as follows: 
“ Chinese subjects, whether proceeding to the 
United States as teachers, student", merchants, or 
from curiosity, together with their body and house­ 
hold servants, and Chinese laborers who are now in 
the United States, shall be allowed to come and go 
of their own free will and accord, and shall be ac­ 
corded all the rights, privileges, immunities and ex­ 
emptions which are accorded to the citizens and 
subjects of the most favored nation.” 
“ Chinese laborers who are now in the United 
States” are thus placed upon the same footing as 
Chinese subjects proceeding to the United States as 
teachers, merchants, etc , and they, like the latter, 
are allowed to go and come of their own freewill 
and accord. If they are denied this right it will be 
disputed that th - denial is a violation of an express 
stipulation of the tre.ty. 
It is urged that by the provisions of the third and 
twelfth sections of the Act of May 6, 18*2, the pro­ 
duction of the certificate mentioned in the Act is 
imperatively required. 
It is not denied that if the stipulations of the 
treaty and the requirements of the Act of Congresss 
are found to be irreconcilably conflicting, it is the 
duty of the Court to obey the law, us being the lat­ 
est expression of the legislative will, leaving the 
question of the bread) of the treaty stipulation to be 
settled by the political branch of the Government. 
But before we can impute To Congress an isten- 
tion to violate an important article of a treaty with 
a foreigu power, that int-ntion must be clearly and 
unequivocally manifested, and the language of the 
law which is supposed to constitute the violation 
must admit of no other reasonable construction, 
and especially should this be so when the supposed 
violation of the tieaty is found in an Act of Congress 
the exclusive object of which, as declared in the 
title, was “ to execute certain treaty stipulations 
relating to China." The provisions of the third and 
twelfth sections of the Ac: material to he noticed 
are as follows: “ Sec. 3. That the two foregoing 
sections shall not apply to Chinese laborers who 
were iu the United States on the 17th of November, 
1-80, or who shall have come into the same before 
the expiration of ninety days next after the passage 
of this Act, and who shall produce to each master 
before going on board such vessel, and shall produce 
to tbe Colie tor of the Port of the United States at 
which such vessel shall arrive, the evidence herein­ 
after in this Act required of his being one of the la­ 
borers in this section mentioned.” 
The evidence referred to is the certificate of the 
Collector mentioned in the succeeding section. 
Section 12 is as follows : “ That no Chinese per­ 
son shall be permitted to enter *he United States hy 
land without producing to the proper officers of cus­ 
toms the certificate in this Act required of Chinese 
persons seeking to land from a vessel." 
So far as tbe provisions of these two sections ap- 
p’y to laborers who have left this country, or to 
Chinese per-ons who have left China since the Act 
went into effect, they may be deemed reasonable 
and proper precautions against the admission into 
the United States of persons of the prohibited class. 
But to apply them to laborers who have left the 
United States before the law went into effect, when 
no law required a certificate to be procured and no 
officer was authorized to furnish it, would be a clear 
violation of Article II. of the treaty, and a practical 
denial of the rights thereby secured to the Chinese 
laborers therein mentí nod. For it will not he 
denied i hat the right to “ come and go of their own 
free will and accord ” is practically denied when a 
condition is annexed to its exercise impose ble of 
performance. 
It is very clear therefore that in the provisions 
under consideration Congress referred to Chinese 
laborers who might leave the United States and to 
Chinese persons who might leave China after the 
law went into effect, and not to Chinese laborers 
who might leave this country before that period. 
The case of such laborers was not provided for, and 
it was probably overlooked. 
I am pcrsuvded not oniy that this construction of 
the Act of Congress is required by- the general rules 
which govern the interpretation of apparently con­ 
flicting enactments, but that to hold otherwise 
would be to attribute to the legislative branch of 
this Government a want of faith and a disregard of 
solemn national engagements, which, unless upon 
grounds which leave the Court no alternative, it 
would be indecent te impute to it.| 
I may add that the same conclusion was reached 
hy Mr. French, the Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury, and communicated to the Collector 
in a very clear and convincing instruction under 
date of tictober 20th. 
The evidence, has satisfactorily established that 
the petitioners were Chinese laborers res ding in the 
United States at the date of the treaty and that they 
left this country before the passage of the Act of 
Congress of May 6, 1882. 
They are, therefore, in my judgment, entitled to 
land without producing the certificates required by 
that Act.
